MARY AND BR GHT 


here has been no lack of magic in movies over the past 15 years. From Harry Potter 
and Fantastic Beasts to the Lord of the Rings and Hobbit movies, wands, spells and loud cracks 
of enchanted lightning have become a staple of the big screen. 

But it’s been a darker brand of sorcery, hasn’t it? Dangerous. Menacing. Lives on the line. 

This month, Mary Poppins Returns brings back a more innocent kind of magic. The kind of magic 
that involves flying umbrellas and pretty drawings that spring to life at the touch of Mary’s hand. That’s 
refreshing, especially at this time of year. 

Yet the bit of magic I love most with Mary Poppins Returns isn’t something that happens on screen. 
It’s how perfectly the casting of Dick Van Dyke, the only actor returning from the 1960s classic, fit like a 
puzzle piece into the sequel. 

You may not remember that Van Dyke played two characters in 1964’s Mary Poppins. Of course, he’s 
best known for Bert the chimney sweep, but the second character was Mr. Dawes Sr., the hunched, 
silver-haired old director of the bank that employed Jane and Michael's father, Mr. Banks. Mr. Dawes Sr., 
who must have been in his 90s, had a son, Mr. Dawes Jr., who looked a lot like his dad (same strange 
beard) and seemed to be about 70 at the time. 

When 91-year-old Van Dyke agreed to appear in Mary Poppins Returns, which takes place 24 years 
after the original film but was made 54 years later, there was no way he could play Bert, who would be 
in his 60s, or Dawes Sr., whom we're quite confident would be dead. But at 91 he was the perfect age 
to play the son, Mr. Dawes Jr. You can see him dancing — yes dancing, at 91 — atop a banker's desk in 
the film’s trailer. 

Whata bit of magic. 

Our deputy editor Ingrid Randoja interviewed Emily Blunt, the new Mary, and Lin-Manuel Miranda, 
who plays Jack the lamplighter, a protégé of Van Dyke’s Bert, for this month’s cover story and Miranda 
told us, for him, there was something else magical about working with Van Dyke. 

The man who changed the face of theatre with his Pulitzer Prize-winning musical Hamilton told 
us that his very first play, back in sixth grade, was Bye Bye Birdie. And who starred in the original, 1960 
production of Bye Bye Birdie and it’s 1963 big-screen adaptation? Dick Van Dyke. 

“I geeked out,” Miranda gushed. “I think we spent most of the day talking about Bye Bye Birdie.... 
Iwas asking him about [co-star] Chita Rivera, I was asking about eight shows a week, I was asking him 
about how he did The Dick Van Dyke Show. I mean, he filmed Poppins on hiatus between seasons of 
The Dick Van Dyke Show and any time I think I'm busy, I go, Well, I'm not Dick Van Dyke.”

Rivers was just 17 years old, and 
right out of high school, when he first met Jackson and he’s been the filmmaker’s 
go-to storyboard artist ever since.

I or New York to study acting, young 
Ottawa native Sarah Swire decided to 
head across the pond to Glasgow and attend 
the Royal Conservatoire of Scotland. 

“My family and friends said, ‘Are you crazy?’ 
But | knew | wanted to go away and study,” 
says Swire on the line from New York 
Comic Con, where she’s promoting her latest 
movie. “When | first moved there | was so 
excited to feel culture shock for the first time, 
and | didn’t feel any of it ‘cause | thought, 
‘Oh my God, this feels like home, this is the 
place where my forefathers lived.’” 

After graduating, Swire spent years living 
and working in Scotland, which explains how 
she ended up starring in this month’s U.K. 
zombie musical Anna and the Apocalypse, 
which was filmed in Glasgow. Swire 
plays Steph, a gay teen who joins fellow 
schoolmates Anna (Ella Hunt), John 
(Malcolm Cumming) and Nick (Ben Wiggins) 
in battling zombie hordes. 

The film plays like a mash-up of Glee, 
Dawn of the Dead and a teenage coming- 
of-age tale. Swire is also a professional 
choreographer, and choreographed all of the 
film’s dance numbers. The movie was a labour 
of love for all involved. 

“Making this film was the single greatest 
experience of my life,” she says. “It’s a project 
made for the right reasons. Ryan McHenry, 
the original writer and director of the short 
film, Zombie Musical, passed away at 27 from 
a rare form of cancer before he could finish 
this script. His last wish was that the film got 
made, so his best friends made it happen. 
There’s this emotional weight to it, and there’s 
a lot more heart in the execution of a project 
like this.

Natalie Portman says Vox Lux is about the 
commodification of pop culture, pushing stories 
that sell and how nothing matters but 
the clicks. She’s not talking about you, of course. 
Oh wait a minute, maybe she is

he more things change, the more they stay the same. To some extent. 

Actor turned writer-director Brady Corbet’s second film, Vox Lux, kicks off 
in 1999 with a mass shooting at a Staten Island high school that leaves many 
dead and wounds our teenaged protagonist Celeste (English actor Raffey Cassidy). 
Quick to tap into Celeste’s drama, the world turns her tragedy into a gimmick and 
makes the sweet teen into a pop star. The film’s songs were written by Australian 
singer/songwriter Sia. 

Fast-forward 18 years and Celeste, now played by Natalie Portman, is a brittle, angry celebrity 
preparing for a comeback tour just as news breaks that a terrorist shooting on a beach in Croatia 
may have been inspired by one of her early music videos. In this second half of the movie, Cassidy 
plays Celeste’s daughter Albertine in a clever casting twist. As an actor, Corbet has had small parts 
in films by cutting-edge European directors Olivier Assayas (Clouds of Sils Maria), Lars von Trier 
(Melancholia) and Ruben Ostlund (Force Majeure) and the influence shows in his filmmaking. 

Looking old-school glam in a tailored cream power suit, Portman — who was just 12 when she 
made her first movie, Leon: The Professional — sat down at the Toronto International Film Festival 
to discuss how, while school shootings have remained an unfortunate constant since 1999, much 
has changed in terms of our culture. 


You have a unique perspective on child 
stars, having been one. Did you have any 
conversations with Brady about that? 

We didn’t talk about that specifically but of 
course I think that, one of the lines that made 
the biggest impact on me in the movie is when 
in the interview [on the day news breaks of the 
terrorist shooting inspired by Celeste’s music 
video] the reporter asks, “What do you see 
similar between terrorists and pop stars?” And 
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she says, “Well, I don’t know, nothing really, 
except that if you stop paying attention to us we 
wouldn’t exist.” And that’s the same, how much 
attention you pay, how much the media pays 
attention gives us our power. One of the ideas 
that Brady’s putting forward is, who we're pay- 
ing attention to — which is now commodified, 
like news — how many clicks you get is how 
much money itis.

>» Yeah, that’s interesting. 

It’s not about finding truth, it’s about what 
story you can sell, and whether that story is 
about gun violence or whether that story is 
about a pop star’s breakup, it all becomes kind 
of the same, and that’s what we're living right 
now. That's the reality we're living — truth, hu- 
man relationships, human experience, human 
suffering has a dollar value, and what happens 
to us? Like, what deal with the devil is that? 


At one point Celeste remarks that the 
worse a song is, the more people will 
listen to it. Do you think our pop culture 
has been dumbed down? 

I think that’s there, definitely... Everything’s 
been devalued, everything has become so 
commodified that nothing matters, nothing is 
sacred, nobody cares about anything, which 
is an overstatement of course. I’m overly 
pessimistic. But when you do see some of 
these political scandals coming out, and these 
crazy things people are saying and doing, and 
it barely makes a dent it’s just like, ‘Oh’ When 
there’s so much, everything becomes cheaper 
and less important. 


This is such an American story, but 
stylistically the movie feels European. 
Absolutely, I think it’s European, but also 
American filmmaking from like the ’70s which 
probably influenced European filmmaking 
today.... That kind of [John] Cassavetes, 
Nic Roeg influence. Also, I mean you can see 
von Trier and current European influences for 
sure. But [Brady] has great film culture and so 
it makes sense. 
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Celeste often wears a thick choker 
to cover the scar on her neck from 
the shooting. Did wearing that tight, 
constrictive thing around your neck 

help you get into character? 

You know, actually, the biggest thing of the 
look that really got me into character were the 
nails because I feel it made me use my hands 
so much more and they were just always, I 
could always see them. But yeah all of the cos- 
tumes and the hair and makeup and the nails, 
all of it helped me get into character. When 
you see yourself, and when you're feeling like 
people are looking at you like the character, it 
transforms something, always. 


So not the choker specifically? 

Well, the choker of course was like a constant 
reminder of the injury that she sustains at the 
beginning, so that was a key kind of emotional 
part that she’s still at a place in her life where 
she doesn’t want people to look at that but 
yet she also wears this very big piece that’s a 
constant reminder to herself and everybody, 
so it’s kind of two-fold. 


Your husband, Benjamin Millepied, did 

the choreography for the big concert 
sequence near the end of the film. | know 
you practiced at home. Tell me about that. 
Well, we have a dance studio at home, which 
is really lucky. We basically turned our garage 
into a dance studio a while ago, so he choreo- 
graphed it and then I rehearsed it at home.... 
It was during the day, it would be like our son 
was in school and our daughter was napping 
and we’d go and do a couple hours work. 


HITS TH 
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You shot chronologically. Did you watch 
Raffey’s performance before you did your 
own scenes? 

I didn’t. We both practiced the Staten Island 
accent with the same dialect coach so we were 
aligned there by the dialect coach. Brady, it 
didn’t really matter to him because they’re 
really different characters. I think it’s 
important that in the first part it feels like a 
completely different person and in the second 
part she’s supposed to be 15 years later, like, 
ravaged by life. 


Was it always the plan that Raffey Cassidy 
would play both the younger version of 
Celeste and Celeste’s daughter, or did 
that develop after casting? 

Brady told me that he was going to do that 
from our first conversation. It wasn’t written 
in the script but he told me that he was doing 
that double casting and I thought it was kind 
of crazy and was questioning him aboutit, but 
I’m so impressed with how it worked out and 
I think that’s testimony to Raffey’s talent and 
Brady’s vision combined because you really 
believe her as these two characters. And it has 
this really interesting effect of having Celeste 
kind of talking to herself when she’s talking 
to her daughter, and the way that parents see 
themselves in their kids, but also that narcis- 
sists always feel like everyone is like them, and 
how do you deal with your own self-hatred 
when it’s embodied like that in a person?

Bumblebee director 
Travis Knight explains why 
his Transformers may have 
a little more personality 
than you're used to 


f the rusty, yellow Transformer at the 

centre of this month’s Bumblebee seems 

like a more developed character than the 

Transformers we’ve seen in past movies, 
there may be a good reason. 

Bumblebee was directed by Travis Knight, 
the CEO of the stop-motion animation studio 
LAIKA. Knight was also a lead animator on 
LAIKA’s ParaNorman, The Boxtrolls and 
Coraline, and the only other film he’s directed 
is LAIKA’s Kubo and the Two Strings. 

So when it came to directing this film, 
Knight approached his lead character, 
Bumblebee, the Transformer who changes 
from a Volkswagen Beetle into a loving, caring 
Autobot, the same way he’s approached all of 
his animated characters. 

“There is a huge component on any one of 
these big visual-effects films that is animation,’ 
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Knight explained during a panel at this year’s 
San Diego Comic-Con. “People don’t think 
about it, they think, ‘Oh, it’s visual effects; but 
no it’s animation. 

“Bumblebee is an animated character and 
so I approached our animators like I would 
approach actors because that’s what they are. 
Bumblebee has to give a performance that’s

nan elevator inside L.A.’s 

Four Seasons Hotel, on my 
way to interview Christian Bale, 
a fat, bald and generally bizarre- 
looking English guy gets all 
chummy, like he knows me or 
something. 

“Bob! How have you been?” he 
chirps, cheerfully. “It’s been 
awhile. Nice to see you.” 

The elevator stops, we get off on the same 
floor and walk toward the same room. Then 
Ilook in his familiar, piercing eyes and it hits 
me: This is Christian Bale. 

“Dude, I love this look!” I joke. 

“You do?” he replies, chuckling. “Well, you 
know, it’s all for sh-ts and giggles. Put on 40 
pounds, shaved my head and plucked and 
bleached my eyebrows.” 

Bale has just finished playing Dick Cheney, 
Vice President of the United States during 
the George W. Bush administration, in 
Adam McKay’s political biography Vice. 


The 44-year-old Welsh actor’s astonishing 
physical transformation will take a while to 
fade before he returns to the natural, handsome 
form he displayed as The Dark Knight trilogy’s 
Batman, American Psycho’s Patrick Bateman 
and other physically attractive screen roles. 

“Mostly, this is us creating a canvas on 
which to then create the various ages of 
Mr. Cheney,” Bale explains. “It is not like a 
bio-pic you've seen before. I don’t know if 
people would even call it that. Which is why 
I chose to do it. I thought Adam was crazy 
for asking me, but then I read the script and 
I spoke with Adam. Then I understood and I 
said yes.” 

If Vice is anything like McKay’s last com- 
plicated yet somehow entertaining movie 
— 2015’s The Big Short, about the 2008 
financial meltdown (Bale earned an Oscar 
nomination for playing eccentric investment 
whiz Michael Burry) — then it will indeed be 
a darkly insightful political comedy.

> While Bale obviously has the most 
attention-grabbing role as the tough-minded 
Republican operative who many believe was a 
kind of evil genius secretly running the country 
during the Bush II years, he’s backed up by a 
typically strong McKay supporting cast: Amy 
Adams as Cheney’s outspoken wife Lynne, 
Sam Rockwell as W, Big Short co-star Steve 
Carell as Bush’s Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld and Tyler Perry as Secretary of 
State Colin Powell. 

All eyes will be on Bale, though, even if this 
is only the latest in his long line of thoroughly 
transformative roles. He went in the other di- 
rection and lost an alarming amount of weight 
to play a gaunt insomniac in The Machinist,

Dicky Eklund in The Fighter and adopted 
another intentionally unattractive, overweight 
look for American Hustle. 

But Bale didn’t rely on his body alone to 
create Dick Cheney. He also did deep research 
on the controversial Vice President, not merely 
to inform his performance, but also to impress 
Cheney in case he was given the chance to 
meet his subject before filming began. 

“I learned a lot of surprising things about 
him from doing all that research,’ Bale says 


while, with Cheney-like cunning, being care- 
ful not to give anything away. 

“Much, yes. Yes, a hell of a lot. Every single 
character I’ve ever played who was alive I’ve 
met and I spent days with. So for this, I hada 
goal. I said to myself I had to know enough 
about his life and about his policies, and 
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understand him so I could convince him to 
spend more than 10 minutes with me, ideally 
spend half a day with me. 

“But in that case I couldn’t have notes, 
[had to have it all up here,” he says, pointing 
to his brow. “He'd probably throw me curve- 
balls and I had to know what I was doing. 
I finally reached that point after a great deal 
of research. I was so excited. I called up the 
production and said, ‘Let’s do it. Let’s go! Let’s 
contact Mr. Cheney and get a meeting. 

“And within 10 minutes the legal team said, 
‘No! This could finish the film!’ They weren’t 
open to any kind of negotiation of that. So 
that is a regret.” 

While it’s unlikely Cheney will appreciate 
everything in liberal filmmaker McKay’s movie 
about him, Bale still hopes that all the work he 
put into it will impress the once-powerful yet 
always mysterious more-than-a-Vice-President 
(the film was originally called Backseat). 

“I hope to meet him one day,’ Bale says of 
Cheney. “I may be wrong, but I suspect he 
would have been quite happy to talk to me.I 
did talk with friends of his, and they concurred. 
In fact, there was one occasion when 1 asked a 
guy a question about Mr. Cheney and he didn’t 
know the answer, so he said, ‘Let me get Dick 
on the phone right now and just ask him! 

“Unfortunately” says Bale, “he didn’t pick 
up.”

And she’s looked 
over because of some guy that walks in with a 
degree. It’s not fair. 


There’s a really great message here 
about book smarts vs. street smarts. 


Yeah, and experience. 
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t’s probably fair to assume Second Act didn’t 
find its title by accident. You may recall from your 
high school English class, the second act is typically 
where the problems arise, challenges are met, and the 
whole story starts to change direction. 
For Jennifer Lopez’s character, Maya, that’s exactly 
what her life has become, a textbook second act. 
An employee at a big-box store called Value Shop, 
Maya works in a world where practical knowledge and street 
smarts are continually outweighed by a college degree and she’s 
starting to feel consumed by unfulfilled dreams. Until, that is, 
some friends give her a push by getting her a job interview at a 
big finance firm, and, unbeknownst to Maya, embellishing her 


Have you battled with that 
at all in your career? 
Yeah, I think that anybody who grows up in 
the way that Maya grew up, which is exactly 
the way that I grew up, in the Bronx, in the 
Outer Boroughs, who doesn’t have that fancy 
education and doesn’t have the opportuni- 
ties that other people have, and then being a 
woman, and then being Latina, all of it, you 
know, are little strikes against you when you 
walk through the door, and it’s hard. 

And I think for me, even entering in the in- 
dustry when I did 20-something years ago, you

know everybody was very typecast and I had to 
kind of break those barriers and not take cer- 
tain roles, and go into places for auditions and 
convince directors like Francis Ford Coppola 
that I could play the teacher, that I could play 
this person, or could play that person. It’s just 
a person. It doesn’t have to be a type of person 
with blond hair or black hair, it doesn’t matter. 
Just I am a person, I have the heart to do this, 
and I have the chops, and I have the talent, 
and I have the experience and please let me. 
And you just start banging down those doors 
and things start changing. 


And then to get the job, she has to tell 
a few lies on the résumé just to get in. 
Maybe! Just for a little bit of comic relief. 


Somewhat of a “fake it till you make it” 

in a way? Is that something you’ve done 
in the past? 

I think we all do that where you get in a little 
bit over your head at some point and you're 
like uh-oh, but like you said, you find a way. 


There are so many great messages 
in here that people can relate to. Any 
particular one you’re hoping sticks out?

irst he played civil rights 
activist John Lewis in 2014’s 
Selma, a key member of 
Martin Luther King Jr.'s 
team in the 1960s, who, now a 
U.S. Congressman, has returned 
to the spotlight as a strong 
voice challenging the current U.S. 
administration. 
Then he played track star Jesse Owens in 
2016’s Race, the African-American athlete 
who defied Hitler to win four gold medals 
at the 1936 Berlin Olympics. 
And now he’s playing Fonny Hunt, the 
wrongly imprisoned Black man at the cen- 
tre of If Beale Street Could Talk, based on 
the 1970s Harlem-set novel by seminal 
African-American writer James Baldwin. 
It's a story that’s as relevant today as when 
Baldwin penned it in 1974. 
For a Canadian kid from the Toronto 
suburb of Scarborough, Stephan James sure 
is building an impressive career playing key 
figures of the Black experience in America. 
“J don’t think that these stories are par- 
ticularly American. They’re actually quite 
universal,” says James over the phone from 
Philadelphia where he’s shooting his next 
movie, the thriller 17 Bridges opposite 
Chadwick Boseman. It’s the middle of the 
afternoon but the 24-year-old is groggy, 
having just woken up. He’s in the middle of 
night shoots and is supposed to be sleeping. 


“The subject matter that we deal with is 
subject matter that people across the world 
have to deal with, even though it’s a story 
set in America,” he continues. “And as an 
artist you don’t feel that displaced from 
some of these issues. Especially myself, 
being that I spend probably just as much 
time in America as Canada, if not more so, 
these realities are in fact my realities.” 

Ifanything, he says, being Canadian gives 
him an interesting perspective. “Being on the 
outside looking in if you will, being able to be 
objective about a lot of things.’ 

Aside from being based on a novel by 
James Baldwin, Beale Street is also important 
for being director Barry Jenkins’ follow-up to 
Moonlight. That 2016 film told the story of a 
gay inner-city child’s journey into manhood, 
and won the Oscar for Best Picture. 

As he did with Moonlight, Jenkins takes his 
time with Beale Street, allowing the story of 
Fonny and Tish (KiKi Layne) to unroll slowly, 
as their childhood friendship grows into a 
love affair that proves unbreakable even as 
Fonny is accused ofa rape he didn’t commit 
and is sent to jail leaving Tish, pregnant with 
his child, to fight for his release. Regina King 
plays Tish’s mom, Colman Domingo is her 
dad and Michael Beach is Fonny’s father, all 
of whom try to navigate the legal system and 
save their kids in their own ways. 

The film premiered at the Toronto 
International Film Festival this CONTINUED» 
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> past September to overwhelmingly 
positive reviews before screening at 
Harlem's Apollo Theatre during the 
New York Film Festival ahead of its 
theatrical release this month. 

“The prospect of working with 
Barry was something very, very in- 
triguing,” says James, who spends alot 
of time in L.A. but still calls Toronto 
home. “But I mean it’s James Baldwin, 
so what a marriage, if you will, the 
marriage of James Baldwin and 
Barry Jenkins, and to be able to have 
a story like If Beale Street Could Talk. 
All of those things put together sort 
of sealed it for me, it was just a situa- 
tion that was too good to not want to 
be a part of.” 

Though, unlike John Lewis and 
Jesse Owens, Fonny is a fictitious char- 
acter, James looked to an all too real 
story when shaping his performance. 
“For me, my biggest point of refer- 
ence was probably Kalief Browder,” 
he says, “a young man who a few 
years ago was putin prison for a small 
crime that he didn’t commit and he 
‘was sentenced to three years, two and 
a half of which he spent in solitary 
confinement.” 

In 2010, at age 16, Browder was 
accused of stealing a backpack con- 
taining a camera, $700 in cash and an 
iPod Touch and spent three years in 
New York’s notorious Rikers Island prison. But 
James is wrong about one thing. Technically, 
Browder wasn’t “sentenced” to three years 
because he never even had a trial. Still, he 
spent three years in Rikers before his case was 
eventually dismissed because the key witness 
left the U.S., a detail that echoes Fonny’s case 
in Beale Street. 

After his release, suffering from depression, 
Browder committed suicide.

“Though it happened in 2012, 2013, and 
you know Beale Street was created in the 
1970s, it struck me as a little bit eerie in a way 
that Kalief was doing some of the same things 
that Fonny was doing back in the 1970s, and 
you realized how unfortunately relevant a 
story like this still is, and so he was a good 
point of reference for me to shape Fonny.” 

Another point of reference for James was 
that both he and his character are visual 
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artists. Fonny is a sculptor, and James 
paints in his free time. The actor says 
he’s been obsessed with painter 
Jean-Michel Basquiat since he was 
a little kid. 

“T don’t claim to be Basquiat in 
any sense of the word,” he says with 
a laugh, “but you know for me it’s 
really fun exploring some of the neo- 
expressionist art that he used to do 
back in the day, messing around 
on different canvases with acrylic 
paint, listening to jazz. It’s fun, it’s 
therapeutic, it’s just another form of 
expression.” 

As for the title of the film, and 
Baldwin’s book, don’t look for a direct 
connection to this Harlem story. The 
real Beale Street isn’t even located in 
New York; it’s in Memphis, Tennessee. 
In titling his book, Baldwin was refer- 
encing composer W.C. Handy’s 1916 
song “Beale Street Blues,’ about the 
birthplace of that musical genre. 

For James, the title of the film is 
about giving a voice to stories that 
often go untold. 

“Tt’s like if these walls could talk, ifwe could 
say all the things or show all the things that 
we never get to say or people never get to see 
what would that look like? What would that 
sound like? What would that feel like,” he 
asks. “And I think that Barry Jenkins was the 
perfect sort of a visionary to bring the words of 
James Baldwin to life in that way.”

Who would dare to step into the round-toed 


shoes of Julie Andrews and play Mary Poppins 
for anew generation? Why, it’s Emily Blunt. 
Here we interview the new nanny about taking 
on the iconic role, and being a little bit terrified, 
for Mary Poppins Returns mey iNGRID RANDOJA 


mily Blunt was waiting 
for the big reveal. 

The 35-year-old actor 
was on the phone with 
her Into the Woods 
director Rob Marshall, 
who was keeping her in 
suspense about a film in which he wanted 
her to star. 

“It kind of felt like a marriage proposal 
from Rob Marshall,” says Blunt on the line 
from New York. “It was such a wonderful, 
ceremonious phone call. He really knows 
how to tell a story and draw you in, and so 
he started speaking about this being Disney's 
most prized property, and he still hadn’t told 
me the name of it. And then he finally said, 
‘And the project is Mary Poppins, and I was 
like, ‘Oh, my god!” 

The official title is Mary Poppins Returns, 
the sequel to Walt Disney’s 1964 classic pic 
Mary Poppins, which starred Julie Andrews 
as the magical nanny who drops out of the 
sky to help care for children Jane and Michael 
Banks. Thanks to its collection of catchy 
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songs, memorable scenes that mixed live 
action with animation, and Andrews’ fussy, 
but warm turn, the film became an instant 
Disney classic. So the notion of a sequel 
seemed absurd, verging on criminal. 

But when it was revealed Emily Blunt 
would step into the role, well, that changed 
everything. With performances as varied as 
a harried assistant in The Devil Wears Prada, 
a military hero battling aliens in Edge of 
Tomorrow, a conflicted FBI agent fighting the 
drug war in Sicario, and her recent portrayal 
ofa wife and mother silently holding her fam- 
ily together in her husband John Krasinski’s 
directorial debut, A Quiet Place, Blunt has 
grown into one of Hollywood’s most respect- 
ed, versatile and liked actors. 

So, we may have felt she was up for the job 
of reimagining Mary Poppins, but she wasn’t 
so sure. 

“I was instantly enthralled and instantly 
terrified because I knewit was such an iconic 
role to take on, and was played by somebody 
as iconic as Julie Andrews,” she remembers. 
“But I felt safe doing it with Rob. CONTINUED»

> We were dear friends, we had worked to- 
gether, and I knew he would allow me to take 
a big swing, and do what I wanted to do with 
it, and he would support me. So it was won- 
derful really.” 

The fact that Marshall would rely on the 
source material, the series of books by author 
PL. Travers, helped calm her nerves. 

“I knew he very much wanted to stay more 
loyal to the books which were written during 
the Great Depression, a darker, more pro- 
found backdrop for hope to reappear from 
the skies, literally.” 

And in the books, Mary Poppins is a more 
pompous, stern and slightly unhinged charac- 
ter than how Andrews played her in the first 
film, which Blunt absolutely loved. 

“I mean she is bonkers,” Blunt says with a 
laugh, “and funny, and vain, and so enigmatic. 
She thinks she’s better than anyone else, which 
she is, but I think it’s a wonderful quality that 
she doesn’t mind letting her light shine, which 
is refreshing. But what I discovered when I 
started really diving into it is, actually, I think 
she is the most empathetic person I’ve ever 
played because there is nothing manipulative 
about her generosity to the Banks family and 
what she allows them to rediscover. She doesn’t 
want any gratitude, she doesn’t want any 
thanks in return, and at the end she disappears. 

“She really is such a delicious character 
to play.”

Michael’s three kids, 
Anabel (Pixie Davies), Georgie (Joel Dawson) 
and John (Nathanael Saleh) are lonely, but 
they do have a friend in Jack the lamplighter 
(Lin-Manuel Miranda). 

Miranda, the multitalented writer, rapper 
and actor whose stellar Broadway career in- 
cludes the creation of musicals In the Heights 
and the pop-culture phenomenon Hamilton: 
An American Musical, takes on his largest film 
role to date. 

“He’s so, so multitalented,’ notes Blunt. 
“I remember seeing him on set and he was 
listening to music while reading a book and 
learning his lines. He’s just got that brain, 
that multifaceted, simultaneous approach 
to things, and is lovely as a person. And he’s 
confident, which I like, he’s not afraid to let his 
light shine either. I think it was kind οἵ ἃ relief 
for him to come into Mary Poppins Returns 
and just be an actor and not have to be every- 
thing to everybody.” 

Blunt calls the film a love letter to London, 
with Marshall and company shooting both on 
location around the city and creating vast sets 


in order to pull off the big song 

and dance numbers. The biggest 

number, performed to the song 

“Trip a Little Light Fantastic,’ takes 

place in an abandoned park set that 

took 26 weeks to complete and features 

five levels, a fountain, bridge and stunt ramps. 

“I mean it was just madness, just really mind 
blowing,” says Blunt. “The scale of it was so 
massive with these enormous sets that they 
built at Shepperton Studios. And the crafts- 
manship ofit all, itis very much paying homage 
to the original movie without using that many 
effects. Mary's parrot umbrella is not CGI. I 
was holding an animatronic umbrella that 
would wink and talk and all of it, and people 
are floating around on wires, they're not CGled 
afterwards. I think you feel that about the film” 

With the movie ready to hit screens, Blunt 
is waiting to see what her two daughters, 
four-year-old Hazel and two-year-old Violet, 
think of her turn as Mary Poppins. The girls 
are huge fans of the original film. 

“We'll see, maybe they will reject my version, 
they are very loyal to Julie at the moment, very 
loyal,’ she says with a laugh. However, they 
will be able to play with one of the film’s most 
prominent props. “I did take home one of the 
parrot umbrellas. Come on, I had to!”

Actor, writer, rapper and Broadway superstar 
Lin-Manuel Miranda steps into the role of 
Jack, which mirrors the role of Bert (played 
by Dick Van Dyke) in the original film. We 
caught up with the fast-talking, 38-year-old 
star over the phone from his New York office 
where he dished about his character, working 
with director Rob Marshall and the power of 
his inner child. 


What can you tell us about Jack? 

He’s a lamplighter. I didn’t know what a 
lamplighter was because the lamps in 
New York City just kind of go on and off on 
their own schedule. But back in the day there 
were guys throughout London who turned 
them on and off. It’s such a beautiful metaphor 
also for who Jack is and what he brings to this 
movie. Jack is someone who apprenticed 
to Bert from the original film so he grew up 
knowing the wonders that Mary Poppins 
brought into the world. 


It seems Jack has a childlike innocence. 
Right. Michael and Jane, who are grown 
up, have rationalized their adventures with 
Mary Poppins. At the start of the film they’re 
like, ‘Oh, we loved Mary Poppins, but those 
stories we made up about her, those weren’t 
real. So they’ve kind of forgotten, but Jack 
hasn't forgotten, he’s super in touch with his 
inner child. And as someone who is doing this 
interview with you as I go back and forth in 
my office on a skateboard I can relate to being 
connected with your inner child — ifyou hear 
a crash that’s what's going on.

Does your inner child have a help button 
handy? 

Yes, my inner child is wearing a Bluetooth 
headset so I can very quickly call. 


Emily Blunt describes her version of Mary 
as vain and enigmatic, which makes the 
character so much more interesting. 
Yeah, there’s some vanity there, she is not 
unfond of her appearance [laughs]. And 
there’s nothing treacly about her. I mean, 
“A Spoonful of Sugar” is a good song, but it 
doesn’t describe Mary Poppins. I think Emily 
really warmed to that, there’s almost a touch 
of Gene Wilder as Willy Wonka in the dryness 
to the character. 


Jack marks your largest film role, but 
before we can really get to know you as 
a screen actor you are moving behind 
the camera preparing to direct your first 
movie, the musical Tick, Tick...Boom! 


As a kid I only wanted to ever do three things: 
act, write songs and make movies. I've now had 
the privilege in my life to get to do the first two. 
And I would like to try the third thing. And 11 
be perfectly honest with you, one of the main 
reasons I said yes to Mary Poppins Returns 
is because I think Rob Marshall is one of 
the greatest musical film storytellers that we 
have and I wanted to watch how he makes 
movies. 


What did you learn from Rob Marshall? 
Ilearned how meticulous he is and how much 
he collaborates with his associates and his 
choreographers. He’s got four or five people 
on set who see the same movie in their head 
the way he does in his, and the way he del- 
egates, the way he controls every part of the 
film frame, the way he works with children. 
Imean I could go on and on. It really was like 
being in a master class.

This 1946 photo of Jimmy Stewart and 
Donna Reed promoting /t’s a Wonderful Life 
is downright precious. 

But if it’s evoking sentimental feelings for a 
movie that placed family, charity and the little 
guy above big business and consumerism, 
you might want to ask yourself if you’re a 
Communist. 

In May of 1947, just a few months after 
It’s a Wonderful Life hit theatres, an FBI memo 
was written asserting that the film was evidence 
of “Communist infiltration of the motion picture 
industry.” 

Depicting Lionel Barrymore’s Mr. Potter, 
the head of a big bank, as a “scrooge-type” 
made him the most hated man in the movie 
and discredited bankers, the memo suggested. 
Apparently, the film also maligned the upper 
class, “attempting to show the people who had 
money were mean and despicable characters.” 

Keep in mind this was the era of HUAC, the 
House Un-American Activities Committee, 
which was assembled to ferret out citizens 
— often those in the entertainment industry — 
with Communist ties.
